Ohio House 
Studies Stop, 
Frisk Bill 


Measure Would 
Allow Police 
More Freedom 


COLUM BUS. Ohio (A P )—Con­ 
troversy is expected to wa rm 
things up in the heretofore calm 
Ohio House today as representa­ 
tives take up consideration of a 
watered-down “ stop and frisk” 
bill. 
The 
measure, 
modified 
in 
committee, would allow police to 
pat down suspicious persons for 
dangerous weapons. It’s expect­ 
ed to encounter stiff opposition. 
Monday, the Senate approved 
a measure to set up county 
transit boards to operate mass 
transit systems and the House 
passed unanimously a bill to 
eliminate the return of persons 
convicted of sex crimes to court 
after they have been committed 
for psychiatric treatment. 
The House bill, which now 
goes to the Senate, corrects an 
amendment the legislature in­ 
advertently 
approved 
in 
1967 
that all persons convicted of sex 
crimes be sent back to court for 
consideration of probation. 
Probation is not possible in 
sex cases and, under the new 
bill, persons convicted of such 
crimes would immediately be­ 
gin serving their sentences after 
their 
psychiatric 
treatment 
ends. 
The transit bill, passed 25-1 by 
the Senate, enables county com­ 
missioners to set up county tran­ 
sit boards to issue revenue bond 
to buy and operate mass transit 
systems. 
The hill originally was aimed

5 Persons 
Feared Dead 
In Explosion 


C LEV ELA N D , Ohio (A P ) — 
Five 
employes 
of 
the 
Mobil 
Chemical Co. were missing and 
presumed dead after an explo­ 
sion and fire at the firm’s East 
Side plant in Cleveland early 
today. 
Company 
officials 
said 
the 
four production workers and one 
foreman were the only persons 
known to have been working in 
Uie synthetic resins department 
where the blast occurred about 


1 a.m. 
Witnesses said the explosion 
was notieable up to 30 blocks 
away and flames from the blaze 
were 
sighted 
several 
miles 
from 
the 
Bessemer 
Avenue 
plant. Cause of the explosion 
was 
not 
immediately 
deter­ 
mined. 
Some 100 firemen spent about 
three hours bringing the flames 
under control and were able to 
keep the fire from spreading 
to a building containing large 
quantities of volatile solvents. 
The plant employs 310 work­ 
ers and manufactures ehcmical 
coatings and paints. The resins 
manufactured 
in 
the 
depart­ 
ment struck by the blast are 
used in the production of paints. 
One fireman suffered a leg in­ 
jury while fighting the flames. 
Company 
spokesmen 
said 
cause o? the explosion was not 
likely to be determined until 
technical experts were able to 
enter the damaged department 
and check through the debris. 


SAIGON (A P ) — The United 
States is waging the Vietnam

At the beginning of the month, 
the sources continued, a target 
selection panel shifted the em­ 
phasis of B52 raids from South 
Vietnam to North Vietnamese 
supply depots just across the 
border in Laos.

there,” said one source. “ If they 
arc stopped there, they don’t get 
into South Vietnam.” 
The

the raids 
were aimed at “ a massive stor­ 
age area” along the lower half 
of the Ho Chi Minh trail just 
across from the A Shau Valley 
in northern South Vietnam. 
There has been 110 firm as­ 
sessment of the bombers’ effec­ 
tiveness.

hospital bed,” said Dr. Amos 
Johnson of Garland, N.C., a for­ 
mer president of the American 
Academy of General Practice. 
Johnson’s testimony was pre­ 
pared for the Senate antitrust 
subcommittee, opening hearings 
on the high cost of hospitaliza­ 
tion. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
the chairman, said he hoped to 
find ways in which more compe­ 
tition could bring down hospital 
prices, or at least prevent fur­ 
ther increases. 
Johnson blamed unnecessary 
hospital 
admissions 
on 
the 
health 
insurance system—and 
also on physicians who “ find it 
much more convenient, time- 
saving and financially reward­ 
ing to see patients on an in hos­ 
pital basis.” 
He said medical education has 
for 20 to 30 years conditioned 
students 
to 
believe 
that 
the 
highest quality of care can be 
provided only if a patient is hos­ 
pitalized. 
“ Well trained family physi­ 
cians ean comfortably and ef-

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Con­ 
troversy is expected to warm 
things up in the heretofore calm 
Ohio House today as representa­ 
tives take up consideration of a 
watered-down “stop and frisk’’ 
bill. 
The 
measure, 
modified 
in 
committee, would allow police to 
pat down suspicious persons for 
dangerous weapons. It’s expect­ 
ed to encounter stiff opposition. 
Monday, the Senate approved 
a measure to set up county 
transit boards to operate mass 
transit systems and the House 
passed unanimously a bill to 
eliminate the return of persons 
convicted of sex crimes to court 
after they have been committed 
for psychiatric treatment. 
The House bill, which now 
goes to the Senate, corrects an 
amendment the legislature in­ 
advertently approved in 1967 
that all persons convicted of sex 
crimes be sent back to court for 
consideration of probation. 
Probation is not possible in 
sex cases and, under the new 
bill, persons convicted of such 
crimes would immediately be­ 
gin serving their sentences after 
their 
psychiatric 
treatm ent 
ends. 
The transit bill, passed 25-1 by 
the Senate, enables county com­ 
missioners to set up county tran­ 
sit boards to issue revenue bond 
to buy and operate mass transit 
systems. 
The bill originally was aimed 
at letting Cuyahoga County take

Feared Dead 
In Explosion 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Five employes of the 
Mobil 
Chemical Co. were missing and 
presumed dead after an explo­ 
sion and fire at the firm 's East 
Side plant in Gcveland early 
today. 
Company officials 
said the 
four production workers and one 
foreman were the only persons 
known to have been working in 
the synthetic resins department 
where the blast occurred about 
I a.m. 
Witnesses said the explosion 
was noticable up to 30 blocks 
away and flames from the blaze 
were 
sighted 
several 
miles 
from 
the 
Bessemer 
Avenue 
plant. Cause of the explosion 
was 
not 
immediately 
deter­ 
mined. 
Some IOO firemen spent about 
three hours bringing the flames 
under control and were able to 
keep the fire from spreading 
to a building containing large 
quantities of volatile solvents. 
The plant employs 310 work­ 
ers and manufactures chemical 
coatings and paints. The resins 
manufactured 
in 
the 
depart­ 
ment struck by the blast are 
used in the production of paints. 
One fireman suffered a leg in­ 
jury while fighting the flames. 
Company 
spokesmen 
said 
cause of the explosion was not 
likely to be determined until 
technical experts were able to 
enter the damaged department 
and check through the debris. 


SAIGON (AP) — The United 
States is waging the Vietnam 
war’s most concentrated B52 
bombing campaign in eastern 
Laos, informed sources said to­ 
day. 
Sources estimated that more 
than 500 sorties—a sortie is one 
flight 
by 
one 
bomber—have 
been flown over the Ho 
Chi 
Minh trail so far this month in 
an effort to slow the movement 
of North Vietnamese war sup­ 
plies into South Vietnam. 
At the beginning of the month, 
the sources continued, a target 
selection panel shifted the em­ 
phasis of B52 raids from South 
Vietnam to North Vietnamese 
supply depots just across the 
border in Laos. 
“There arc now better targets 
in Laos and 
more of them 
there,” said one source. “ If they 
are stopped there, they don’t get 
into South Vietnam.” 
The source said the raids 
were aimed at “ a massive stor­ 
age area” along the lower half 
of the Ho Chi Minh trail just 
across from the A Shau Valley 
in northern South Vietnam. 
There has been no firm as­ 
sessment of the bombers* effec­ 
tiveness. But U.S. sources say 
there has been a ’’fair number 
of secondary explosions” indi­ 
cating direct hits on ammuni­ 
tion and fuel stores. 
About 30 bombers, 
in the

per cent of the people admitted 
to hospitals don't need to be. 
"These patients could receive 
as good, or perhaps better—cer­ 
tainly 
less 
expensive—health 
and medical care by means oth­ 
er than by lying horizontal in a 
hospital bed,” said Dr. Amos 
Johnson of Garland, N.C., a for­ 
m er president of the American 
Academy of General Practice. 
Johnson's testimony was pre­ 
pared for the Senate antitrust 
subcommittee, opening hearings 
on the high cost of hospitaliza­ 
tion. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
the chairman, said he hoped to 
find ways in which more compe­ 
tition could bring down hospital 
prices, or at least prevent fur­ 
ther increases.t 
Johnson blamed unnecessary 
hospital 
admissions 
on 
tile 
health 
insurance system—and 
also on physicians who “find it 
much more convenient, time­ 
saving and financially reward­ 
ing to see patients on an in-hos­ 
pital basis.” 
He said medical education has 
for 20 to 30 years conditioned 
students 
to believe that the 
highest quality of care can be 
provided only if a patient is hos­ 
pitalized. 
“ Well trained family physi­ 
cians can comfortably and ef- 


thc usual ordinary illnesses that 
beset mankind.” Johnson said. 
“And they can largely do this in 
the office, in the clinic, iii the 
home or in the out-patient de­ 
partment, and at a cost most 
patients can afford.” 
But Johnson said only 15 per 
cent of medical school gradu­ 
ates now are trained as general 
practitioners, with the other 85 
per eent becoming specialists. 
He said the ratio should be re­ 
versed. 
Dr. Paul Patterson of Albany. 
N.Y., Medical College said ge­ 
netic diseases are responsible 
for 25 per cent of admissions to 
hospitals and institutions for the 
handicapped—often at a “ home 
destroying cost.” 
Patterson said until a system 
of health insurance “ is finally 
adopted nationally,” the states 
should help provide care for 
such chronically ill persons.

Woman Says 
'Pil'Hearings Brought Panic 
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WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
A 
woman birth control specialist 
told a Senate subcommittee to­ 
day that its hearings into the 
safety of the pill had created in­ 
ternational panic and prompted 
a wave of unwanted pregnan­ 
cies. 
Dr. Elizabeth B. Connell of 
Columbia 
University 
said 
a 
stepup in pregnancies “strikes 
profound fear in the hearts of 
those who deal daily with wom­ 
en and population problems.” 
She also criticized some of the 


conclusions 
reached 
by 
wit­ 
nesses at hearings last month 
by the Senate monopoly sub­ 
committee. 
Testimony 
then 
linked the pill to scores of sus­ 
pected side effects, including 
cancer, fatal blood clotting, dia­ 
betes and heart trouble. 
“ From 
a 
purely 
scientific 
point of view, much of the infor­ 
mation displayed thus far can 
be likened to the relationship 
between a drunken man and a 
lightpost—more 
for 
support 
than for'illumination,” she said. 


Dr. Connell, a mother of six 
and the first woman to testify at 
the hearings, said even the most 
violent of critics of the pill had 
to concede his data was limited 
and that many of his conclu­ 
sions were based on unsupport­ 
ed speculation. 
She commented in testimony 
prepared for delivery before the 
panel headed by Democrat Gay­ 
lord Nelson of Wisconsin. 
The subcommittee is resum­ 
ing for two days hearings on the 
pill. Dr. Connell was invited to 


testify at the insistence of Re­ 
publican members of the sub­ 
committee. Some of the GOF 
members have said the hear­ 
ings and others in a three-year 
probe by Nelson of drug indus­ 
try pricing and practices have 
been biased against the indus­ 
try. 
Dr. Council, associate profes­ 
sor of obstetrics and gynecology 
at Columbia and director of re­ 
search and development for its 
International Institute for the 


Study of Human Reproduction, 
said: 
“We arc just beginning to sec 
the first of the pregnancies of 
women who panicked in Janu­ 
ary, stopped their pills, and did 
not seek or use another means 
of birth control. 
"These women will not be 
here to testify,” she went on, 
“ but they now bear within their 
bodies mute testimony to the ef­ 
fectiveness of induced fear.”

Senate focused today on more 
new proposals to broaden the 
scope of a .school lunch bill after 
voting to authorize the federal 
government to pay the full cost 
of bringing 
free or reduced- 
price lunches to needy school 
children. 
Among the series of amend 
ments to be offered during floor 
debate is one by Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., making eligible 
for school lunches all children 
from families of four with $4,000 
or less annual income. 
Javits’ amendment provides 
for equivalent adjustments for 
different size families. Under 
the current program, individual 
school principals determine cll- 
gibilty by applying widely vary­ 
ing standards. 
Sen. George S. McGovern, D- 
S.D., chairman of the special 
Senate hunger committee, won 
38 to 32 approval Monday of the 
amendment stepping up federal 
participation in the program. 
The IOO per cent financing 
feature overrode the Senate Ag­ 
riculture Committee, which had 
i written into the measure author­ 
ization for the federal govern­ 
ment to pay 80 per cent of the 
cost.

Senate Demos Set Battle 
Lines Over HEW Funding

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate Democrats are drawing the 
battle lines for a new confronta­ 
tion with the White House over 
spending 
for 
education 
and 
health. 
This time there is an added 
ingredient: a dispute over civil 
rights and school desegregation 
policies. 
A Senate appropriations sub­ 
committee headed by Sen. W ar­ 
ren 
G. 
Magnuson, 
D-Wash., 
meets today to decide what to 
do about a $19.4 billion appropri­ 
ation—which already faces a re ­ 
newed veto warning. 
Secretary of Health, Educa­ 
tion and W elfare 
Robert H. 
Finch said he would advocate a 
veto—the fate of an earlier, 
$19.7 billion appropriation—un­ 
less the Senate m akes or au­ 
thorizes 
substantial 
spending 
cuts. 
But Magnuson said it is possi­ 
ble the veto-threatened House 
version of the bill will quickly 
be cleared by the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee and sent to 
the floor as it stands now. 
That would leave it to the full 
Senate to change or accept the 
House bill, and it could speed 
the whole process considerably. 
Magnuson said he would be 
inclined to favor acceptance of 
the House term s, at least on the 
appropriations 
issue, 
which 
would speed the bill to the White 
House. 


The House on Feb. 19 passed 
a bill exceeding by $324 million 
the sum President Nixon said he 
would accept. 
Finch wrote Magnuson that he 
would recommend another veto 
unless the spending total is cut, 
or the Senate agrees to give the 
President discretion over wheth­ 
er to spend the money.

What you won’t see is $3,265 
tha t tight money has added to 
the price of the house—but it’s 
there, too, and it’s the hallmark 
of high interest rates and money 
sca rcity . 


1 he effects of tight money are 
every where in the housing field: 
They 
increased 
the 
builder’s 
costs, boost monthly pay ments 
if the buy er can find a mort­ 
ga ge, and make it harder to sell 
a house. 
Virtually all these tight mon­ 
ey costs come home to roost on 
the buy er of a house. 
Robert H. Grant, developer of 
9 00-home Tustin Meadows, lo­ 
ca ted in Tustin, Calif., between 
Disney land 
and 
the 
Western 
White House, outlined how tight 
money added $3,265 on to the 
price. 


On the house, he has to give 
eight points to the lender to get 
a government-insured mortgage 
for the buy er. Each point is 1 
per cent of the m ortgage, so 


that 
cost 
alone 
could 
reach 
$2,400. 
The rate of interest for con­ 
struction loans has gone from 
5 per cent to 10 per cent for 
Grant. On the $30,49 5 home, that 
means 
an 
additional 
cost 
of 
$565. 
Holding land for that house 
during the y ear of acquiring, 
planning and building costs $300 
more, said Grant, beca use land 
loans are 10 per cent instead of 
the fomer 6 per cent. 
Thus, $3,265 of the price is di­ 
rectly attributable to the higher 
costs of tight money . 
A study by the House Banking 
Committee released this month 
found that half of all American 
fa m ilies could not afford pay ­ 
ments on a $20,000 mortgage. 
“ Virtually all moderate income 
fa m ilies have been priced out of 
the housing m a rket,” said com ­ 
mittee 
chairman 
Wright 
Pat- 
man, D-Tex. 
Viewed another way , a fa mily 
taking 
on 
a 
$20,000, 
25-y ear 
mortgage would pay $42,4i3.37 
over the life of the loan if the in­ 
terest rate were 7 per cent. But 
if they take the sa m e loan at 9 
per cent, they ’ll pay $50,39 9 .41 
—a difference of $7,9 8 1.04. 
What is it that makes money 
for buildings and mortga ges so 
scarce? 
Ba sica lly , 
the 
Federal 
Re­ 
serve Board has restricted the 
money supply a s a means of 
fighting inflation. The theory is 
that if less money is ava ila ble, 
the demands for goods and serv­ 
ices will decline and prices will 
tend to stabilize. 
But the demand has not de-

Consumers want it for credit 
purcha ses. Home buy ers want it 
for m ortga ges. As competition 
for loans has sharpened, inter­ 
est rates ha ve soared. 
Since home m ortga ges tradi­ 
tionally pay the lender a lower 
rate of return than most other 
ty pes of loans, less and less 
money has been going into home 
m ortgages. 
Another 
factor 
is 
involved, 
too. Ba sica lly , the money for 
home m ortga ges com es from a 
pool of capital made up mostly 
of A m erica ’s sa vings—bank and 
sa vings and loan association de­ 
posits, for exa m ple. 
But this pool 
of capital has 
been shrinking. Instead of put­ 
ting their sa vings in bank depos­ 
its earning perhaps 5 per cent, 
more and more people are put­

Home Buyer Takes Brunt Of Higher Costs And Inflation 


. .Editor’s Note: Tight money is 
invisible, yet ifs having a pro* 
found affect on housing cost. 
this article, the second of five 
* I*16 ^ Special Assign­ 
ment Team, 
probes the whys 
and hows of the money squeeze.

TUSTIN, Calif. (AP) I . Walk 
into 
a 
$30,493 
four-bedroom 
home at I ustin Meadows and 
you ll see vaulted ceilings in the 
living room and parks through 
the windows—hallmarks of Cali­ 
fornia living. 
What you won’t see is $3,265 
that tight money has added to 
the price of the house—but it’s 
there, too, and ifs the hallmark 
of high interest rates and money 
scarcity. 
The effects of tight money are 
everywhere in the housing field: 
They 
increased the builder’s 
costs, boost monthly payments 
if the buyer can find a mort­ 
gage, and make it harder to s£l 
a house. 
Virtually all these tight mon­ 
ey costs come home to roost on 
the buyer of a house. 
Robert H. Grant, developer of 
900-home Tustin Meadows, lo­ 
cated in Tustin, Calif., between 
Disneyland 
and the 
Western 
White House, outlined how tight 
money added $3,265 on to the 
price. 
On the house, he has to give 
eight points to the lender to get 
a government-insured mortgage 
for the buyer. Each point is I 
per cent of the mortgage, so 


that cost alone 
could reach 
$2,400. 
The rate of interest for con­ 
struction loans has gone from 
5 per cent to IO per cent for 
Grant. On the $30,495 home, that 
means an additional cost of 
$565. 
Holding land for that house 
during the year of acquiring, 
planning and building costs $300 
more, said Grant, because land 
loans are IO per cent instead of 
the fomer 6 per cent. 
Thus, $3,265 of the price is di 
rectly attributable to the higher 
costs of tight money. 
A study by the House Banking 
Coipmittee released this month 
found that half of all American 
families could not afford pay­ 
ments on a $20,000 mortgage. 
‘’Virtually all moderate income 
families have been priced out of 
the housing market;” said com­ 
mittee chairman Wright bat­ 
man, D-Tex. 
Viewed another way, a family 
taking on 
a $20,000, 25-year 
mortgage would pay $42,418.37 
over the life of the loan if the in­ 
terest rate were 7 per cent. But 
if they take the same loan at 9 
per cent, they’ll pay $50,399.41 
—a difference of $7,981.04. 
What is it that makes money 
for buildings and mortgages so 
scarce? 
Basically, 
the 
Federal 
Re 
serve Board has restricted the 
money supply as a means of 
fighting inflation. The theory is 
that if less money is available, 
the demands for goods and serv­ 
ices will decline and prices will 
tend to stabilize. 
But the demand has not de­ 


clined. Business and industry 
wants 
money 
for 
expansion. 
Consumers want it for credit 
purchases. Home buyers want it 
for mortgages. As competition 
for loans has sharpened, inter­ 
est rates have soared. 
Since home mortgages tradi­ 
tionally pay the lender a lower 
rate of return than most other 
types of loans, less and less 
money has been going into home 
mortgages. 
Another factor is 
involved, 
too. Basically, the money for 
home mortgages comes from a 
pool of capital made up mostly 
of America’s savings-bank and 
savings and loan association de­ 
posits, for example. 
But this pool of capital has 
been shrinking. Instead of put­ 
ting their savings in bank depos­ 
its earning perhaps 5 per cent, 
more and more people are put­ 
ting the savings in other invest­ 
ments, like short-term govern­ 
ment 
securities, 
which 
have 
climbed recently to 8 per cent 
interest and higher but are just 
as safe. 
As a result of these economic 
pressures, the home buyer must 
pay higher interest rates on his 
mortgage. And to get the loan, 
he must make a bigger down 
payment. 
Many lenders say they can 
still make 20 per cent down pay­ 
ment 
conventional 
loans—but 
some report down payment re­ 
quirements are inching toward 
25 or 30 per cent. 
Federal Housing Administra­ 


tion-guaranteed loans on homes 
selling for more than $20,000 
still require a down payment of 
$950 plus 25 per cent of the ex­ 
cess of the purchase price over 
$20,000. Thus, a $30,000 house 
would require a down payment 
of $3,150, or just under 12 per 
cent.

In 
early 1969, for example, mort­ 
gage money in Maryland vir­

OXFORD, Ohio (AP) — Ken- 
neth Young, former ambassador 
to Thailand, feels that the Uni­ 
ted States “over-presence” in 
Asia, especially the Southeast­ 
ern portion, is due for an over­ 
haul. 


“ We should withdraw but not 
t o t a l l y and in this process 
change our relationship to a 
partnership,” Young told stu - 
dents at Miami University Mon­ 
day evening during its sixth an­ 
nual Voice of Dissent program.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
Robert H. Mollohan. D-.W Va., 
was expected to introduce a bill 
in the House today aimed at 
curbing interstate air pollution 
across the Ohio River between 
Ohio and West Virginia. 
Atolldhan said the bill has 
bevil approved by the legisla­ 
tures of both states and by the 
Senate. 
It would establish a IO mem 
ber commission composed of 
five persons appointed by the 
governors of each state. Com­ 
mission members would repre­ 
sent government, industry, and 
the general public and would in­ 
clude the governor or his rep­ 
resentative.
